The 
total for three months, July to September, 1919, was £8,433,637, a 
decrease of £2,412,232, or over 22 per cent. in comparison with the 
corresponding period in 1918, 

The Oversea Exports, excluding gold, during September, 1919, 
amounted to £5,287,217, being an increase of £2,546,585, or 92°9 per 
cent., as compared with the corresponding month of last year.

The net Loan expenditure on works and services was £362,764 greater 
than in September, 1918, and showed an increase of £604,838 during the 
three months July to September, as compared with the figures of the 
previous year. Repayments of loans to the amount of £149,806 were 
made in September, 1919, and to the amount of £11,110,343 during the 
three months July to September, 1919. 


Railways.—The report on railways for the quarter ended 30th September, 
1519, shows that, compared with the corresponding quarter of last year, 
the earnings increased by £773,201 and the working expenses by 
£500,881, the net result being an increase in earnings of £272,320, to 
which all classes of traffic contributed. Relatively the earnings increased 
by Is. 83d., and the expenditure by 1s. 1d. per train mile. 


Tramways.—The total earnings for all lines of Tramways during September 
quarter 1919 amounted to £628,354, and the working expenses to 
£491,940, leaving a surplus of £136,414. There was an increase of 
over 5 million passengers carried, in comparison with the figures of the 
September quarter of the previous year. 

Banks.—The principal features disclosed in the banking averages for the 
quarter ended 30th September, 1919, are a considerable decrease in 
deposits, due principally to the transactions of the Commonwealth Bank 
in connection with repatriation, &e., and a corresponding decline in 
advances. Compared with the corresponding period of last year, there 
was a decrease of £4,734,159 in current accounts, and in deposits as a 
whole (which include Commonwealth Savings Bank deposits amounting 
to £5,420,775) of £2,366,626, the deposits bearing interest indicating 
an increase of £2,367,533. The reserves of coin and bullion decreased 
during the year by £1,127,434, and by £705,779 during the quarter. 
Advances decreased by £1,146,221 during the quarter, but increased 
during the year by £5,358,035, The proportion of cash, bullion, and 
notes to total liabilities now stands at 24:1 per cent. Included in the 
cash held is an amount of £12,384,699 new Australian notes, as against 
£12,142,249 for September of the previous year. 

Gold Production.—The gold yield during September, 1919, was 3,090 oz. 
crude, equal to 3,061 oz. fine, valued at £13,001, and showed a decrease 
of 4,466 oz. fine, and £18,971 in value, compared with September of last 
year. The value of the gold produced during the nine months was 
£169,756, and showed a decrease of 23,139 oz. fine, and £98,287 in 
value, in the figures for the corresponding period of last year. 


Land Selections.— During September 189 applications were made for 123,723 
acres under the Crown Lands Acts ; and 108,787 acres, representing 230 
blocks, were gazetted for residential settlement, which include areas 
set apart for returned soldiers. Since the beginning of the year the 
number of applications has been 1,534, and the area applied for 1 333,411 
acres. The original area gazetted for residential settlement since the 
Ist January is 765,974 acres, representing 1,384 blocks.

Cost of Living, Sydney.—From the information collected each month (see 
Table 54) as to the average retail prices in Sydney of food and groceries, 
it appears that in September, 1919, prices were 51°8 per cent. higher 
than in July, 1914; 14°3 per cent. higher than in September, 1918; and 
1:0 per cent. lower than in the preceding month, August, 1919. 


Meat, which is included in the results quoted above, shows prices in 
September, 1919, 68-4 per cent. higher than in July, 1914; 10:5 per 
cent. higher than in September, 1918; and 1-7 per cent. lower than 
August, 1919. 


Beef and mutton were each cheaper than in the preceding month, but 
pork prices were advanced. Eggs were dearer, also coffee and jam. 
The prices of potatoes and onions were very high, but showed a slight 
decrease, and butter and currants were somewhat cheaper. i

Meteorology.—The rainfall during September was very unsatisfactory, except 
in a few scattered places. The weather on the whole was warm and 
springlike, varied occasionally by extremes of heat and cold. A tempera- 
ture of 92°3, on 27th September, was the highest registered at Sydney in 
any September since 1859. The extreme maximum in other parts 
during this month was 99 degrees. 


Vital Statistics—Sydney and Suburbs—September, 1919.—The births 
registered numbered 1,562, equal to 23°65 per 1,000 of population per 
annum; of the total, 802 were males and 760 females. The rate is 
low, being 11-5 per cent. below the average of the previous five years. 

The deaths numbered 774, namely, 404 males and 370 females. 
The mortality rate of 11:72 per 1,000 of population per annum is 
unsatisfactory, being 6°4 per cent. above the average of the previcus 
five years. ‘The high rate is attributable to the deaths from influenza, 
50 deaths being ascribed to this cause during the month. Of these, 39 
were certified as due to pneumonic-influenza, 8 to influenza, and 3 
to influenza with pneumonia. The deaths were below the average in 
age-group 1-4 years, and above the average in age-groups under | year, 
5-64, and 65 and over. 

The infantile mortality (deaths under 1 year) was 76°2 per 1,000 
births, and is 26'4 per cent. above the average for the month of 
September, for the previous five years. 

New Buildings—Metropolis— According to returns supplied by the several 
Town Clerks, there were erected, in the Metropolitan area, during 
September, 720 new buildings, as compared with 410 in September, 1918, 


The total for the nine months, January to September, 1919, was 
4,902, as compared with 3,799 during the corresponding period of 1918.
